roy D. Thoman’s Resignation as 
Service Commissioner Accepted By 
the President — An Interesting Letter 
Mr. Thoman—The President's Ree 








The following is the correspondence be- 
tween Hon. Leroy D. Thoman, of the 
Civil,Serv'ce Commission, and President 
Clevgland, respecting the former's resig- 
nation, which the President has ac- 
cepted, to take effect November 1st, 
nexte 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 20, 1885, 

Sirs—Respectfully referring to a conversa- 
tion Fad with you as early as March 10th, in 
whijc’=t expressed the wish to be relieved of 
ret tes as a member of the United States 
Ciyil Service Commission, and also to the 
apparent fact that it was not then your pleas- 
ure to cons der my request, I now have the 
honor to tender forma'ly my resignation, 
and earnesty to beg an early con- 
sideration of the same and its accept- 
nnce. While thus asking :release from 
80 honorable a trust, I desire 
to record my gratification over the proved 
practicability and remedial effectiveness 
of the reform proceedure. Tried veterans 
in political warfare view with amazement 
the facile though radical departure from the 
familiar mosthods of the spoils system of 
distributing patronage. Strenuous and sin- 
cere argument, and also deliberate perver- 
sion, mark the opposition of different 
groups of antagonists. And yet it must be 
concluded thata majority of the political 
leaders in either eg is in accord with the 
Pendleton law, ifits original enactment, and 
emphatic indorsement by a_ subsequent 
Congress, were honest legislative expres- 
slons, and not the coercion of moral cow- 
ardice by popular sentiment, nor partisan 
legerdemain. 

inthe great task of administrative re- 
form, which you have undertaken in accor: 
ance with personal and party pledges, the 
people will give aid. It has been my pleas- 
ure within the last two months to visit quite 
a number of the States and Territories of 
this Union, and it was my good fortune to 
meet with many of their citizens. It is 
gratifying to know that the people confide 


in the unequivocal intention of the 
President to sustain the mer- 
it system in* the civil service. 


They had condemned thé eviis of the formet 
methods. Long experience had made their 
knowledge accurate. They welcomed the 
inauguration of the new. The distinctive 
features of the present reform appealed to 
atypically American sentiment, which com- 
mands and advances merit. With the pre- 
cise details of the new proceedure their ac- 
quintance was not so intimaté. To this they 
are fast succeeding, and the result will be 
cordial approval. 

The inception and maintenance of great 
reforms are with the people. I believe that 
the fundamental idea of civil serv:e: reform 
is charac'cristic of American thought. Pop- 
ular hesitation over the acceptance of stat- 
utory details, suggests merely asafe con- 
servatism. In the initial stages of this re- 
form there was a response throughout the 
Nation. Political contests assumed a new 
tons. Old time methods of corruption were 
discouraged, and bossism was grappled 
with fresh vigor. The improvement is yet 
marked. If vicious elements still seek ob 
trusion into elections, the chances of their 
success have been Jesscne‘. 

The reform spir.t is militant, and advances 
toward complete success. Corruption by 
official patronage has been removed. With 
the imparting of a purer life ‘te oMelal cir- 
cles, the power of the private purse to pur- 
chase political honors will be less danger- 
ous) Pablie appreciation of the fact that 
this reform does not trench upon stardy 
partizanship came late. It was sedulously 
maintained that the civil service was 
to bo composel of men who should 
abjure certain rights of citizenship. With 

he gradual, but inevitable, refutation of 
this false view, the outlines of the reform at 
last stood forth in clearness. It is a reform 
which views the civil service as a vast busi- 
ness agency; its search is for the best at- 
tainable merit. In business, which is not 
political, it enforces no tests of party. With 
confident trust in the suecess of your admin- 
istration, lam

An Allegea Bridegroom Repudiates His 
Bride—The Wife of the Student Appar- 
ently Not Good Enough to be the Wife oi 
the Man of Business. 

New Yor, October 27.—A special 
from New Haven, Conn., says: A strange 
case, containing many elements of un- 
certainty, is that of the recently reported 
clopement of Miss Mamie Donnelly with 
Wm. A. McDowell, of the Yale class of 
1884. Miss Mamie is a handsome 
brunette of twenty-three, and was em- 
ployed as cashier in a photographic gal- 
lery here. McDowell is a distant rela- 
tive of Henry Clay, and a nephew of 
Major-General McDonald. The ramor 
created much talk in college, and some 
of the students telegraphed to Louisville 
to have the rumor confirmed or denied. 
McDowell at once telegraphed an ab- 
solute denial to certiin New Haven pa- 
pers and asked them to publish it. Soon 
after ayoung mancalling himself J. A. 
Atherton, of St. Louis, visited « local 
editorial room and, actinz professedly as 
a friend of McDowell, asked that the 
rumor of the marriage be denied. At 
first he professed a willinguess to 
deny the marriage over his 
own signature, and then he came 
again and wanted nothing said about the 
matter. Miss Donnel y’s relatives in- 
sis'cd that she had been married to Mc- 
Dowell and they had seen the marriage 
certificate. Sunday a story was pub-

AN IMPORTANT ISSUE, 


TKansas Claims an Interest In the Publie 
Lands Within Her Borders and Does Not 
Propose to be Sat Down Upon By a Rail- 
road Corporution Without a Hearing, 

Wasninaton, D. C., October 26.— 
Hon. Joba P. Usher, as one of the attor- 
neys of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, has made the point with the In- 
terior Department that the State of 
Kansas has no right to be heard in re- 
gard to the certification of lands under 
the grant to the company by the Govern- 
ment. His argument is that this isa 
matter in which the State has no inter- 
est, and, therefore, can not come in as a 
party to the hearing, 

Governor Crawford, who represents 
Kansas in these land grant questions by 
virtue of an act of the State Legislature, 
has presented a reply to Mr. Usher. He 
invites attention tothe act under which 
Kansas was admitted in 1861. That con- 
tains a provision for the payment to the 
‘State of five per cent of the net proceeds 
from sales of pubtic Jands by the Govern- 
ment. 

“From this,” says Governor Crawford, 
‘it will be observed that the State has a 
direct interest in every acre of public 
lands within its borders. If any part 
of these lands is wrongfully taken and 
certified to a railroad company without 
authority of law, the State loses ils pro- 
portionate share. That thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of acres of public 
lands in Kansas which were ueither 
granted nor earned, and other hundreds 
of thousands of acres which were express- 
ly reserved from the operations of 
grants, have been certified and patented 
to railroad companies, can not be denied. 
That thousands of acres, lawfully in the 
possession of homestead and pre-emption 
settlers at the date of the definite loca- 
tion of such roads, have been wrongfully 
taken and unlawfully certified under the 
pretext of prior railroad rights, is also 
true. All such lands would otherwise 
have been sold by the Government, and 
the S'ate would have realiz:d her five 
per cent.”’ 

After referring to the loss of lands se- 
lected by the State under a grant for an 
agricultural college, the Kansas Pacitic 
having withdrawn a considerable portion 
of these lands, and to the duty of the 
State to protect its citizens, many of 
whom have been dispossessed of their 
homestead and pre-emption claims by 
the railroad company, Governor Craw- 
ford says: 

“In view of all these facts it would be 
strange indeed if the State should be 
denied a hearing in matters of such 
vital importance by the ex- 
ecutive officers of the Government. 
The land-grant comp inies of Kansas have 
a long line of atto neys, stretching away 
from the Atlantic to the summit of the 
mountaits beyone the Mississippi, with 
diverging branches leading we know not 
where; but that does not concern the 
State. The State is merely endeavoring 
to protect its own interests and the in- 
terests of the citizens, even at the risk 
of incurring the displeasure of the dis- 
tinguished railroad counsel, under whose 
administration, as Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, many of the wrongs complained of 
were made possible.”

THE OHIO ELECTION. 


Legal Proceedings to Determine Who Were 
Properly Elected Senators From Hamil- 
ton County—Judge Bu¢hwaller's Decision 
Adverse to the Dissolution of tlie Re« 
straining Order On the County Clerk: 


Cincinnati, O., October 27.—Judge 
Buchwa!ter’s little ‘court-room was 
crowded to its utmost capacity yester- 
day morning by attorneys, candidates 
and citizens interested in the result of 
the legal proceedings before him in con- 
nection with the delivery of certificates 


of election to the four candidates for 
Senator from Hamilton County. The 
matter had been argued and submitted 
to him on a demurrer and on a motion 
to dissolve a restraining order hereto- 
fore issued by him in favor of the four 
Republican candidates on their petition. 
He rendered his decision at considerable 
length, holding as to the demurrer: 

1. That there was no misjoinder of 
parties; that the four candidates could 
sue together or separately. 

2. The court had jurisdiction, not to 
declare who should hold the offic, for 
that was clearly the province of the Leg- 
islature upon a contest; but to declare 
who was entitled to acertificate, for that 
was a personal right separate to the title 
of office. 

He held it was not necessary, in order 
to obtain the aid of the court to prevent 
irreparably injury, to do more than make 
out a prima facie case. While in this 
case the averments of facts in the peti- 
tion were insufficient, yet the plaintiffs 
were entitled to amend on that particu- 
lar, if necessary, and in any case they 
were entitled toanorder to stay the 
hand of the Clerk until the merits of the 
case could be determined in another 
court. The injunction was therefore 
continued in force, and the mandamus 
case, involving the same points, was 
taken up by the Circuit Court. 


CrincinnaTI, O., October 27.—The 
mandamus cases of the Republican can- 
didates for Senator and for the Common 
Pleas Judgeship were up before the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday morning. Judges 
Cox, Smith and Swing, the fall bench, 
assumed charge of these cases. The 
bench is unanimously Republican. 
Thomas McDouzal and Dransin Wul- 
sin appearing for the Republican candi- 
dates, and ex-Congressmen Jordan and 
Foilette for the Canvassing Board. It 
was agreed that the petition of the four 
Senators askivg for mandamus-should be 
consolidated. Mr. Jordan then announced 
that he would file an answer in abate- 
ment, setting up the fact that the court 
had no jarisdiction, the Common Pleas 
Court having assumed full jurisdiction in 
the matter.

OUR NEW CRUISERS. 
TNeport of the Naval Board on Their Pres- 
ent Value and Cost of Completion—Let- 
ter From Secretary Whitney to John 
Roach’s Counsel. 


WasuinerTon, D. C., October 26.—The 
report of the Naval Board, constituted 
by order of Secretary Whitncy to exam- 
ine the work and materials of the un- 
finished cruisers, Chicago, Boston and 
Atlanta, and to ascertain the fair market 


value thereof, including a reasonable 
margin of profit upon the work, has 
been approved by the Secretary and re- 
ferred by him to the Naval Advisory 
Board, which latter has been ordered 
to go on with the work of construction. 
A full meeting of the Advisory Board 
has been called for to-day to consider 
the report of the Board of Appraisal. 
The Board of Appraisal in its general re- 
port, which is introductory to the de- 
tailed reports upon the the three vessels, 
Bavs: 

The Board would state that it considers 
that the materials and workmanship, as far 
as can be seen at this stage of the construc- 
tion, are goo'l and answer the requirements 
of the contracts, and considers by expend- 
ing the anes which the Board intimates as 
necessary to be expended to make the ves- 
sels complete and up to the contract, that it 
wHl have at that time vessels un, in charac- 
ter and quality, to the contract require- 
ments. 

in their report upon the Chicago, the 
Board of Appraisal says: 


The original contract price of the Chicago 
Was $889,000, which was increased in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the second 
clause of the contract by authorized ‘extras’ 
amounting to $44,692, making total of con- 
tract price at this time £933,692, which, the 
Board assumes, would represent the fair 
market value of this vessel, when completed 
in-accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions of the contract, Including a reasonable 
and customary margin of profit. The Board 
estimates the cost of material and labor, in- 
eluding the profit, necessary to complete 
this vessel, at $208,045, which being deducted 
from the total contract price, leaves £725,646, 
which the Board declares to be the fair 
market value of the work and materials be- 
longing tothis vessel, and the pr onan 4 
margin of profit upon so much of the wor 
as had been satisfactorily performed at the 
time of the forfeiture of contract. 


In its repo't upon the Atlanta, the 
Board states the total contract is $661,- 
898, and that an expenditure of $41,951 
will be required to finish the hull. The 
latter amount deducted from the con- 
tract price, leaves $620,387 as the fair 
market value of the vessel in its present 
condition. The total contract price of 
the Boston is $660,218. It is estimated 
that an expenditure of $50,195 will be re- 
quired to complete the hull, which 
amount deducted from the contract price 
Icaves $610,028 as the present value of 
of the vessel. 

In connection with the foregoing re- 
port, the following letter, written by 
Secretary Whitney on the 4th of August 
to Mr. Vanderpoel, counsel for John 
Roach, is furnished for publication: 


Sik -At our intervisw this morning I said I 
would put in wine the course which I in- 
tended to pursue with reference to the Bos- 
ton, Atlanta and Chicago,embodying my ex- 
pectations with reference to them. My 
authority is, of course, limited by the terms 
of the contract. My view of the matter is 
that the present circumstances call upon 
me to exercise a fair business judgment with 
regardto the boats, and I considered 1t 
would be folly for the Government to take 
such steps as are found to be necessary to 
complete them in accordance with the terms 
of the contract and specifications. When 
the inventories have been made and ap- 
praisal been had, contemplated by the 
contract, 1] see no reason to doubt that my 
decision will then be precisely what it woyjd 
be atthe present time, namely,that under 
existing circumstances the Government 
should rescue its property by availing itself 
of the terms of the contract and carrying 
them forward,toccmpletion. Indoingso, in- 
asmuch as inthe end itis practically done 
at the expense of the contractor (because 
an accounting is provided for at which the 
balance of profit or loss is struck for or 
against,him)I should deem itentirely proper, 
while keeping control and direction of the 
work, that it should be done inthe yard of 
the contractor and with his force. 

The plans are there; the a ig 
there, famiiiar with ships and the necezsities 
of the Government are fully met if an exact- 
ing supervision 1s retained and control over 
the force is retained, but the work is con- 
ducted with the foremen and force which the 
contractor’s yard is able to supply. In this 
way probably greater economy of expendi- 
tures would be effected than in anyfjother 
way, and the large force now out of employ- 
ment would be able to resume work. All this 
1 express informally as my intention, which 
Ihave no reason to suppose will for any 
cause be changed. It,in fact, results from 
the necessities of the situation and is the 
only course which seems to me good sense 
and business judgment dictate.

Meeting Between Samuel N. Brooks and 
His Son—The Identity of the Alleged 
Murderer of Preller Finally Settied. 

ST. Louis, Mo., October 25.—Accord- 
ing to arrangement, Mr. Samuel N. 
Brooks, accompanied by his son’s at 
torneys, presented himself at the jailer’s 
office at ten o’clock yesterday morning 
for the purpose of having a talk with his 
son.

The Pretty Valedictorian of the New York 
Woman's Medical College. 

In the class of graduates for 1886 
from the Women’s Medical College in 
this city was a remarkable character in 
the petite person of Kin Yai Me, a Chi- 
nese student who graduated at the 
head of the class. Very little has been 
known of her because her guardians 
and adopted parents have been most 
zealous to prevent her from being in- 
terviewed during her college life. She 


speaks English better than some of her 
American friends; she wears No. 1 
shoes, has the regulation almond- 
shaped eyes, bangs her hair, which is 
long and straight, and possesses al! 
the politeness of her race as well as its 
color. Like the people she is one of, 
she has a remarkable memory, and th's 
gift was one of the telling qualities 
that placed her above the average stu- 
dent. 

When sle was three years old she 
was left an orphan and adopted by the 
then United States Consul in China, 
Dr. McCarter. Her father was a con- 
verted Chinaman, and became a Pres- 
byterian mission minister; he was also 
educated by Dr. McCarter, and devoted 
himself to the mission work among his 
own people in China. Both father and 
mother of Kin Yai Me died of cholera 
when she was three years of age, and 
the father left her to the care and edu- 
cation of his friend, who has well per- 
formed his trust. Dr. McCarter pre- 
pared her for the med‘cal college, and 
being ‘both talented and ambitious, she 
went into the study of medicine well 
coached and full of promise. Sorae 
idea of how weil she. has been fostered 
by her adopted parents may be traced 
in the fact that Mrs. McCarter always 
escorted her charge home from the 
college on Second avenue during her 
period of study. When she graduated 
she had won the highest position in the 
class, and during an interview with her 
she told one of the classmates she 
should return to China and _ practice 
among the women of her race, but tc 
equip herself still more perfectly for 
that work she should study awhile 
longer before returning. Upon the 
subject of marriage Yai Me said: 

**To marry outside of China would 
be an act never forgiven there; bes'des 
that, I shall never marry there either, 
for I shall be too old.”’ 

‘Too old?’ was the surprised reply. 

“Yes. Iam an old maid. I shal! 
be over twenty-one before [ return, 
and that is too old for Chinese women 
to marry. At twenty-five vears of age 
few Chinese women have any chances 
to marry. All marry between twelve 
and eighteen years of age.” 

‘You might be an exception,’ was 
vouchsafed. 

“No,’’ she replied, ‘‘there are other 
reasons. I would not marry any but 
the older son. The wives of junior 
sons are all ruled by the wife of the 
oldest. They and their children are 
under her supervision, and you sce J 
could only marry the oldest son, and ] 
shall be too old to do so.”’ 

‘How old were you when you en- 
tered the medical college?” 

“Eighteen,’’ she replied, ‘‘and al- 
though I have graduated, I have still 
much to accomplish before I take ur 
my life work in China.” 

Kin Yai Me loves her profession—is, 
indeed, an enthusiast init. Her mar- 
velous memory was the comment i 
her class. The determination to spare 
her from undue publicity and note was 
rigidly enforced, but her scholarshir 
and intended career induced an _ inter- 
est that can not longer be concealed. 
She is a Presbyterian in religion, while 
with her adopted parents, at least, and 
in the observance of the marriage cus- 
toms of her own country, she still 
holds her allegiance in no small de- 
gree to the Celestial kingdom. She 
has a brother who occupies some ofli- 
cial position in China. and she resides 
for the present in Washington. 

The subject of Kin Yai Me's thesis 
upon the event of graduating was 
‘‘Notes on Chinese Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics."’ She speaks English 
quite as well as her own native tongue.

Consumption a Parasitic Disease. 








Drs. Biedert and Siegel have been 
employing microscopic observations to 
confirm the theory of Koch, which is 
that consumption is a parasitic disease, 
caused by a peculiar or special form of 
bacteria. They found in every pro- 
nounced case of consumption that the 
bacteria were always to be discovered 
in the expectorated substance. But it 
also appears in their studies that the 
bacteria are not likely to begin opera- 
tions in a healthy lung, but rather in a 
lung which has been already damaged 
by some process of disease, such as in- 
4iammation. When a cold on the lungs 
paves the way for consumption, it is, 
according to these observers, by weak- 
ening the lung tissue and preparing the 
evil for the consumption bacteria. 
While, therefore, it may be compara- 
tively safe for a healthy person to as- 
sociate with consumptive friends, it 
might be dangerous for the same per- 
son to be equally sociable with such 
friends at a time when his lungs were 
sore, sensitive or in any way under the 
weather, for then he would be in a con. 
tition to become infected with the dis. 
sase in an atmosphere laden with germs 
of the disease exhaled from the lungs 
of any consumptive pat'ent.—Journa. 
of Health.

fiow Royal Treasuries Have Been Rifled 
by Thieves. 
The story of Colonel Blood, who all 
but managed to make off with the 
English crown jewels from the Tower, 
is,so well known that it need only be 
referred to. But there are several 
other instances less khown, though 
scarcely less peculiar. Nearly six 
hundred years ago the great treasury 
in Westminster Abbey was cleared of 
some of the most valuable of its con- 
tents, the sacristan and several of the 
monks acting in complicity with cer- 
tain thieves outside the walls. Some 
of the objects were never recovered; 
but the richness of the booty hampered 
the robbers so much that when the 
chief of them was captured but two 
thousand pounds worth was found in 
his possession. So carefully was the 
robbery planned that the rogues sowed 
the graveyard with hemp, in order that 
four months later it might serve to 
conceal the proceeds of the burglary. 
This crop. it may be added, was util- 
ized for quite a different purpose. In 
1440 the Republic of Venice narrowly 
escaped being plundered of its vast 
hoard of valuables by aman named 
Stammato, who, after secreting bhim- 
self behind an altar in the cathedral, 
managed to gain access to the treasury 
by means of false keys. Night after 
night he removed objects of value, and 
there seems little doubt that he might 
have escaped with his booty had he 
not been tempted to show one of his 
countrymen the Ducal cap of the Doge, 
which he had just conveyed to his 
lodgings. This misplaced confidence 
led to his apprehension with more thar 
two million ducats in his possession.

of Scotland, was robbed by 
her maid of pearls and_ other 
valuables, under the plea that 


these jewels were taken to dress dolls 
for the royal children. On the death 
of Queen Charlotte an enormous quan- 
tity of precious stones, including dia. 
monds to the value of nearly a million, 
was missing. Ona previous occasion 
a gold ewer and a basin enriched with 
gems disappeared from the roya! 
chambers. The latter were subse. 
quently found beh‘nd a book-shelf in the 
King’s study. At a later date it was 
officially announced that the diamonds 
had, for the most part, been recovered, 
with the exception of the late King’s 
Star and Garter, valued at seven thou 
dollars. It was believed tha’ 
George III, had removed them during 
one of his fits of insanity, and had for. 
¢otten where he put them. The gar 
ter is, however, still missing. 

During the disorders following the 
revolution the French crown jewels 
were stolen by the robbers, who climbed 
the colonnades at the side of the place 
Louis XV..and thus gained entrance te 
the Garde Meuble, where they had beer 
placed by the Commune of Paris. A 
portion of the treasure was recoverec 
from a ditch in the Alee des Veuves, ir 
the Champs Elysees, but though Na. 
poleon made every effort to collect the 
stones, which had been dispersec 
throughout Europe, many have disap. 
peared, it is believed forever. In’ this, 
as in almost all the cases of robberies 
of crown jewels, all the guardians o 
the treasures were suspected of com- 
plicity, and to the end of his life Citizen 
Sargent bore the title of ‘Agate,” 
owing to a popular belief that, on the 
basis of the proverb which gives thieves 
credit for knowing their own hiding 
places, he had no difficulty in finding 
the agate-onyx chalice which formed 
part of the treasure fished out 
of the ditch in the Champs Elysees. 
Since that time several more of the 
crown jewels have vanished, and in 
1848, during the transport of these val- 
uables to the treasury, two pendeloques 
of diamonds and the button of a hat in 
brilliants suddenly d’sappeared. In 
1804 the celebrated “Cup of the Ptol- 
emies’’ was stolen from the Paris Mu- 
seum, and within the Jast three years 
the Church of St. Denis was despoiled 
of some of the regal ornaments. In 
1850 the Princess of Orange was robbed 
of her jewels at Brussels, and in 1877 
the treasures of the Cathedral of Toledo 
were withdrawn from public inspection, 
owffe to the numerous thefts to which 
they had been subjected for many 
years previously. As for the Duke of 
Brunswick, notwithstanding the elabo- 
rate precaution which he took to keep 
his diamonds, he was plundered more 
than once, and, to the scandal of the 
legitimacy, some of Don Carlos’ orders 
went astray in a peculiar manner. 
Charles I. helped himself to the contents 
of the jewel-house when funds failed, 
and Charles II.. immediately after his 
accession, issued a proclamation com- 
manding all persons in whose posses- 
3ion there were any of the crown jewels 
sold by the Commonwealth to restore 
them to their rightful owners. But, 
though several persons were arrested 
for not doing so, the seattered valua- 
bles eame in so slowly that a new set 
of regalia became necessary. Edward 
III. pledged his crown and jewels to 
the merchants of Flanders, and Henry 
V. put his diadem in pawn to the Abbot 
of Westminister in order to raise funds 
‘o earry on the war with France. Not 
to enumerate many similar transac- 
ions, Gustavus IIL, of Sweden, pur- 
chased two large diamonds, a ruby and 
some pearls, which the Young Pre- 
tender had failed to redeem from the 
Lombardy Arms. It would thus seem 
that royal treasures are quite as apt to 
ro astray as any others.—London Stan- 
zard.

IN THE FiJ!l ISLANDS. 
What a Traveler Saw Among the Ex-Can- 
nibals. 


‘Captain William Churchill, who for 
several years was an explorer in the 
Fiji Islands, stated in a recent: lecture 
shat the latest instance of cannibalism 
known ia any of the Fiji Islands oc 
curred in 1881, when a native mission- 
ary was killed and eaten, another na- 
tive missionary being compelled to par- 
take of the flesh. The next latest 
cannibalistic feast was when an En- 
glish missionary named Baker was 
killed. 

Captain Churchill exhibited a num- 
ber of war clubs used by the Fijians, 
and explained their manufacture. They 
are made of iron wood, are very heavy 
and make a formidable weapon. Bows 
and arrows used by the islanders were 
also shown. The lecturer also ex- 
plained the different styles of hair- 
dressing in vogue among the Fijians. 
He said that while the natives’ hair is 
naturally black, it is generally given a 
dingy brown color by the wearer coat- 
ing his hair with lime and then poking 
his head into a vessel of water until the 
lime ‘‘slacks.’’ The lecturer intimated 
that the lime is not only used for 
bleaching purposes, but is used with 
the same object with which the farmer 
sprinkles lime over his vines—to drive 
away the bugs. When the Fiji young 
man is going to visit his lady love, 
however, he pastes his hair down flat, 
and if he parts his hair in the middle 
he will paint one sde white and the 
other black, or other colors, as _ his 
fancy may dictate. If a Fiji young 
lady is seen with little eurls of hair 
straggling down in front of her cars, 
and two or three ringlets on her fore 
head, it indicates that she is unmarried, 
and aman with one side of his head 
closely shaven, and long, bristling hair 
on the other side, can be safely set 
down as recently bereaved to the ex- 
tent at least of one or two mothers-in- 
law. 

The drink most partaken of on the 
islands is made of angona bark, and 
the native take advantage of every ex- 
suse to take a drink, as is the custom 
in more civilized countries. The bark 
is gathered and cut into small bits, and 
when the proprictor of a place desires 
to imbibe he calls a boy, who chews up 
the bark until it is a soft, yielding 
mass, and itis then thrown into a large 
bowl standing near. This is repeated 
until there are seven or cight quids m 
the vessel, when water is poured in and 
the contents are thoroughly mixed by 
stirring with the hand. ‘The splinters 
are then taken out by the liquid being 
strained through some fibrous material, 
and the beverage is ready. ‘The Cap- 
tain said that he had often partaken of 
angona, and really liked it. The liquid 
is drank from cocoanut shells, and one 
can sit and drink large quantities of the 
stuff without feeling any unpleasant ef- 
fect, but when you wish to go you are 
unable to move, as you are drunk from 
the hips down, and the only way to do 
is to sit still until the effect has worn 
off. 

In concluding his lecture, Captain 
Churchill said that the future of the 
Fiji Islanders is an interesting and pro- 
blematieal one. They are fast dying 
off. This mortality may be arrested, 
and the Fijians developed into a hardy 
and civilized race, as is capable of be- 
ing done. He did not believe the in- 
ereased death rate came from diseases 
spread by visiting ships, but was simply 
the result of the change in living and 
dress which had been brought about 
by the encroachments of civilization.— 
Sacramento Bee.
